D; W. Stockwell, who died last 
week, had one great claim to fame, 
albeit a rather-insidious one. He 
neyer advertised. _ During the civil 
war he made what was considered 
a vast fortune for his times ina 
general store at Aurora, Ill, His 
idea was that whatever had been 
good at one time was good enough 
for alltime. So he never had any 
bargain sales, never lowered the 
‘prices of anything. After the war 
came great fall in values, but 
Stockwell kept up the prives. 
When he bought goods they were 
always of the yintage of the late 
fifties'‘and early. He stood still. 

For ten years he managed to 
weather, the gale by such additions 
as he made to his stock, but the 
old stuff. still remained on. the 
shelves.

Seashells contain about the same 
per cent of phosphate of lime and 
carbonate of lime as an eggshell, the 
only differencé being that the egg- 
shell bas 1.5 per cent more animal | 
matter, which is furnished by the skin } 
lining of the eggshell.
